We get high explosive shells, whiz 
bangs, shrapnel, machine gun fire, 
rifle fire and bombs, you want to 
spell the work bombs with large 
capital letters there are so many 
varieties and sizes. There are also 
rifle grenades, trench mortars and 
last but not least a thing we call 
sausage, it is-a kind of trench mor- 
tor, shaped like its namesake,and it 
explodes with a most infernal rattle 
and bang. And, of course, we 
must not leave out the mines they 
dig under us and set off now and 
then, yet with it allit is really sur- 
prising how few get hurt and when 
the smoke has cleared you can see 


mud off their faces as happy as 
ever. 

We all swear at the rain and 
mud here, yet it always causes a 
laugh to see someone else plast- 
ered over when a bomb explodes in 
it, although the victim is usually 
grinding out some choice pieces of 
language anent what he would do 
do to Fritz if he got the chance. 

We are forever sacking up the 
earth to build dugouts and parapets 
and one day I heard a lad in my 
platoon say: ‘‘If big Willie wants 
this country why doesn’t he bring 
his transport along and take it a-

A very sad side of this game is 
the of small towns and 
villagesin ruins from shell fire. [tis 
certainly amazing what a high ex- 
plosive shell will do, Even the 
dead get no rest from the Germans 
for they seem to take the church as 
a target every time. I was ina 
little town on guard duty one week 
and the Germans put 220 shells in 
there and most of them fell around 
the church, some went through it. 
Some of the shells dug up a bunch 
of people who had been buried for 
years, scattoring the bones all over

Why is the Internal Elevator Empty ? 


The appended condensed from an editorial appear-| 
ing the Calgary News-Telogra m inakes interesting reading 
and is worthy serious consideration:

Various members of the farmers’ organizations haye 
offered opinions. E.J. Fream of the Co-Operative Elevator 
Co., whose grain is handled by the Grain Growers’ Gratn 
Co., voices u general complaint a3 to the shortage of cars. 

It might be mentioned, however, that all the rail- 
ways on the American continent have not enough cars to 
prevent congestion in Western (‘anada this year unles the . 
storage elevatore are able to receive the wheat and the cars 
can be unloaded. 

Indeed, it is not so much a shortage of care right}. . 
now as it is inability to get unloaded at the terminals and 
space for the grain if it were unloaded. We are informed, 
indeed, that there are thousa ids of cars between Winnipeg 
and Fort William waiting to lischarge their wheat. 

And yet, right at our doors, is an immense terminal 
elevator capable of- holding 3,000,000 bushels of wheat 
And itis almost empty. There is another one at Moose 
And another at Saskatoon—almost empty. Com- 
bined, these elevators would hold nearly 9,000,000 bushels 
—is much as seven thousand cars. 


Jaw. 


These seven thousand 
cars could not be hauled to Fort William, unloaded and 
sent back to the west in less than two months, 

Are the farmers around Nanton and other similar 
points going to be sent back to the farm with their wheat 
when they bring it in to market? Or, if there happens to be 
a small space in a No, 2 bin in a Nantoa elevator for the 
No, 1 hard wheat of a Nanton farmer, what is this Nanton 
farmer expected to do with his wheat and what grade is he 
going to be paid for if hedoes get accommodation in No.1? 

Let us again draw the attention to the fact that 
within the three Terminal elevators in Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan there 128 space for about 9,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
With the average country elevator holding 35,000 bushels, 
the contents of 257 of these country elevators can be 
dumped into the Internal elevators without difficulty. 

And that would leave 257 of the country elevators 
entirely erapty, and give the farmers at the prasent con-

Doubtless there would be some difficulty in getting 
sufficient cars to handle 9,000,000 bushels of wheat between 
these country elevators and the terminal elevators. But 
the advantage in a change will be seen when it is mention- 
ed tbat it will require about 48 hours for a car to make the 
journey from the average Alberta point to the Calgary 
elevator, and it will require about five weeks for a car to 
go from Nanton to Fort William and return, even if that

AT “MADE-IN-CANADA™ 


Who Is Most Loyal—the Man Who 
Pays the Duty or the Man Who 
Provides Work? 


Nothing succeeds like siecess! The 
“Made-in-Canada”’ appeal has been s 
all-pervading during the past fey 
months that it has stirred up critic 
ism here and there among some Can: 
adians. This is perhaps the best 
tribute possible to the compelling 
force of the movement, which ha 
BWept over Canada since the war bi 
gan, If the propaganda for the pur 
chase of products made by Canadias 
workmen in Canadian factories war 
Jacking in strength or logic, if it wa 
not mecling with a ready respons: 
from the great majority of Canadiar 
consumers, no one would pay an) 
attention to it. It would perish « 
neglect. It becomes interesting 
therefore, to note some of the isolatcu 
Objections that have been raiscd 
against it. 

Not a Huge Monster 

The commonest criticism run 
something like this: That the pur 
chaser who buys a_ foreign-mad 
article pays a certain sum of money 
in the form of customs duties on it 
This money goes to the Nationa 
Treasury, helps run the country and 
helps keep our soldiers on the firin; 
line. Whereas if the purchaser buys 
“Made-in-Canada” product no duty 
flows into the National Treasury, an’ 
according to the theory of the critic 
an amount corresponding to the cus 
toms duties ts pocketed by the manu 
facturer in the form of increased 
profits. Those who take this position 
cannot see beyond the manufacturer 
That is their difficulty. To them the 
captain of industry is an obsession 
They regard him as a huge monster 
reaching out for every dollar that thc 
Canadian consumer has in his pocket 
and thinking nothing of the welfare 
of Canada or her citizens as a whole 


The Case of Plows 

One Western farmer has written a 
Jetter to a prominent Western farm 
paper explaining that he bought an 
American-made plow because the duty 
on it would go to the Government. 
Has this correspondent no regard for 
the thousand workmen or s0 who 
would be employed in the Canadian 
plow company, whose goods he re: 
jected in favor of the foreign article? 
Do they do nothing for Canada? Are 
they of no value to the community 
in which they are working and spend 
ing their wages? Are they not con: 
tributing through their daily pur 
chases just as large a portion of our 
national revenue as is the farmer? 

In the transaction in question this 
particular farmer paid, we will say, 
$8 to the Dominion Government in the 
form of duty. A Canadian plow fac- 
tory the writer has in mind in a 
Western Ontario town would probably 
average 1,000 employes, whose aver- 
age wage would be $60 per nionth, 
or $720 per year, Every dollar of 
this income is spent in Canada. It is 
spent for food and clothing, house 
furnishings, etc, some of which will 
necessarily have to be imported, and 
on which duty will be paid. Assum- 


rvs that the average employe only 


pays 2 per cent. of his income out 
in the form of customs duties or $15 
in round numbers in a year, we have 
@ contribution from the employes of 
this factory alone of $15,000 to the 
Rational exchequer. 

A Bad Example 

If every farmer followed the ex- 
ample of our correspondent and 
bought a plow made in United States 
there would be no plow factories tn 
@anada, and not only the $16,000 con 
tributed to the national revenue by 
this one firm's empioyes would be 
lost, but also thousands of dollars by 
the employes of other plow and im- 
plement factories, which would be 
forced to close down through lack of 
business. And what of the trades 
men who supplicd these Oanadians 
with the necessfdles of Iife, and th: 
mechanics who %ullt their homes 
paved their streets and operated their 
transportation systems? What of the 
doctors, lawyers, school teachers and 
clergymen who minister to their so 
cial and spiritual needs, 

It is a peculiar strain of patriotism 
that would impel a Canadian today 
to send his money to a foreign country 
for a foreign product, to build foreigu 
workshops, to develop foreign towns 
and cities, and increase prosperity in 
a@ foreign country at a time when his 
fellow citizens are suffering from lack 
of employment, when there are bread 
lines in some of our cities, and when 
we are straining our national re 
sources as never before to keep the 
wheels of industry turning and the 
Ship of State on an even keel. This 
is not a time for individual choice 
and action, It is a time for nationa! 
co-operation. Keep the workmen in 
Canadian plow factories employed 
Busy workmen will keep our nationa! 
TFevenue buoyant and achieve the ob 
fect which our Western friend bad in 
view when he bought the foreign plow 
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WAKE UP, CANADA! 


How Toronto Board of Trade Is Pro 
moting Prosperity !n Canada 


The Toronto Board of Trade re 
tently issued a neat pamphlet under 
the title , “Wake Up, ' Canada—A 
Method to Keep Business as Usual.” 
This booklet contains official statistics 
of the imports of foreign goods to 
Canada during the last fiscal year. 
Apart from the statistics, however, 
the booklet contains some sound ad- 
vico for Canadians generally, a few 
Paragraphs of which we reproduce: 

Thousands of people in Canada are 
out of work. If the men and women 
of this country would buy Canadian- 
made goods exctusively, Canada would 
be milllons of dollars richer, and all 
workmen would be back at work.

Government and municipal authori 
ties all over Canada have it in their 
hands to divert a tremendous volume 
of business to Canadian factories, 
and surely it 1s wise as well as pa- 
triotic to give our own workmen the 
employment so that they will not be- 
come in any way a charge upon the 
community.
